CHICHESTER, England, June 
26 (AP)—A coroner ruled today 
that the headless body of a 
frogman washed up early this 
month was that of Comdr. 
Lionel Crabb, British diver who 
vanished mysteriously a year 
ago after being seen near a 
Soviet.warship visiting Ports- 
mouth. 

The body of the frogman, 
dressed in Italian gear Crabb 
was. known to favor, was found 
June 9 at this English Channel 
port, 10 miles from Plymouth. 

The Soviet ship in harbor 
when he disappeared was the 
cruiser Ordzhonikidze, which 
carried Premier Bulganin and 
Communist boss Nikita Khrush- 
ig on a goodwill visit to Brit- 
ain. 

The coroner said he was sat- 
isfied the body, lacking both 
head and hands, was that of 
Crabb, but that he had no _ evi- 
dence on the cause of death.

In the Jencks case, the 
United States Supreme Court 
held that, under certain condi- 
tions, Confidential government 
files must be opened to the de- 
fense. 

Judge Moore, his face flushed 
and obviously perturbed, told 
Government attorneys: 

“T have set this case for trial 
nine times. I feel that I am 
proceeding under a threat that 
if I follow the decision of the | 
Supreme Court the case must 
be dismissed. 

“I feel that it is a matter for | 
the Department of Justice to de-| 
termine whether this case is to} 
be tried or dismissed. They 
should take the responsibility.” |

Duggan said McAllister, de- 
spite a court order to make his 
records available to the defense 
for examination prior to trial, 
failed to produce the desired 
records. As a result, the dé- 
fense would be denied an op- 
portunity to refute the testi- 
mony of McAllister or attack 
his credibility as a witness by 
use of the records,’ the defense 
attorney said.

WASHINGTON, June 26 — 
President Eisenhower said to- 
day there was. real danger of 
inflation unless business and 


labor display statesmanship and 
unless sound policies devised 
by the best economists are fol- 
lowed. 

Answering questions at his 
news conference, the President 
discussed his views on the eve 
of the expected price and wage 
increases in the basic steel in- 
dustry. As a result of a 1956 
contract, pay of steel workers 
will go up 17.1 cents an hour 
on Monday. Price increases of 
at least $5 a ton are expected 
to be announced by steel cor- 
porations. 

The Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics of the Department of 
Labor announced yesterday 
that consumer prices had 
reached a record high in May 
for the ninth consecutive 
month. ' | ’ 

Mr, Eisenhower was asked 
whether he believed an appeal 
for voluntary restraint on wages 
and prices would control in- 
flation. He replied that if th 
country resorted in time 
peace to the imposition of Gov- 
ment controls the nation would 
be abandoning the economic 
system that made it great and 
he said he wanted no part of 
that. 

The various Branches of the 
Government, Mr. Eisenhower 
continued, such as his Board of 
Economic Advisers, the Federal 
Reserve Board, and the Com- 
merce, Treasuryeand Labor De- 
partments, watch economic de- 
velopments very closely. 

But the point he wanted to 
make, he continued, is that the 
Government cannot of itself 
make certain of the soundness 
of the dollar. There must be 
also statesmanlike actions by 
business and labor. The boards 
of directors of business organ- 
izations, the. President said, 
should take under most serious 
consideration any sort of price 
increase and consider it only 
if there is a real need, for some 
purpose such as expansion. 

By the same token, he con- 
tinued, labor should hold wage 
demands within bounds con- 
forming to increases in worker 
productivity. Exceptions in the 
ease of labor should be in- 
stances where there is demon- 


strable injustice, the President 
said. This viewpoint was the 
same as that expressed by Mr. 


| Eisenhower in his State of the 


Union message last Jan. 10. 
The President noted that 


after several years of relative | 


price stability the cost of living 
now was rising. (The Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said yesterday 
the consumer price index had 
risen in each of the last 15 
months except August.) Part 
of this, he said, was due to the 
effort to provide farmers an 
equitable share of the national 
income, part to an increase in 
Government spending and some 
undoubtedly to the “wage-price 
spiral.” 


It is very difficut to say 
which is mostly responsible, he 
said; opposing viewpoints had 
been presented to him sepa- 
rately. He then stated that un- 
less both sides showed states- 
manship there is real danger of 
inflation. 

On Supreme Court Rulings. 

With reference to criticism

If war is inescapable, then

GAO took note of objections 
by the aid-administering Inter- 
national Co-Operation Adminis- 
tration that the report ignores 
“substantial progress” in the 
Korean aid program in the face 
of great difficulties.

1. The Office of Economic 
Co-Ordinator, which adminis- 
ters the aid program in Ko- 
rea, ordered spare parts for 
automobiles which were being 
considered for disposal in the 
near future. 

2. GAO inspectors found 
160 refrigerators in a Korean 
warehouse. OEC had ordered 
4 to 6 cubie foot refrigera- 
tors, but those bought and 
stored were eight cubic feet 
—too large for use in an 
OEC housing project as orig- 
inally planned. 

3. ICA bought furniture for 
bachelor quarters from a 
plier in New York, at a “su 
stantially er” total cost 
than such ture would 
have cost if bought in Japan 

or Korea. OEC has since 
bought all furniture in the 
Far East, GAO said.

GERRYMANDER MET 
WITH BOYCOTT BY 
TUSKEGEE NEGROES | 


TUSKEGEE, Ala. June 26 
(AP)—A boycott of unfriendly | 
white merchants was called last | 
night for Negro residents who | 
are in the majority in this 
famed education center. 

The president of the Negro 
Tuskegee Civic Association told | 
an overflow church crowd that 
members of their race should 
retaliate economically against a 
legislative act to exclude Ne- 
groes from the city. 

Negroes should “not feed | 
those who would devour us,” 
Charles G. Gomillion told about 
2000 persons. 

The act passed Friday by the 
Alabama Legislature redraws | 
boundaries of Tuskegee, now a 
city of 6800 persons, so as to 
exclude most Negro residents, 
thus barring them from mu- 
nicipal elections. 

Negroes now outnumber 
white persons about 7 to 3 in 
the town. About 600 white per- 
sons and 420 Negroes are on 
municipal voting roles. The 
change that Gomillion called 
“gerrymandering” would elim- 
inate all except 10 Negro city 
voters.

From One-Weapon Strategy 


Rather Than Pin All Hope on Nuclear | 
Arms, National Security Council May 
Favor More Flexibility.

WASHINGTON, June 26. 


HE UNITED STATES has reached a turning point in its 
T strategy.

Effect Not Limited.

Strontium-90 is carried into the 
upper atmosphere and circles 
the world for years, taking, it is 
estimated, 10 years to be do» 
posited on the earth. And it 
falls unevenly over the entire 
world. 


Consequently, a war between 
the United States and the 
Soviet Union, the two great 
nuclear powers, would shower 
radiation on every nation on 
earth. The amount of atmos 
pheric contamination of a nu» 
clear war in which 5500 mega- 
tons of dirty bombs were ex- 
ploded would be 200 times the 
amount now estimated safe for 
test explosions. 

So the question the NSC has 
been debating is whether, in 
view of the consequences, the 
United States will ever decide 
to use, or be permitted by 
world opinion to use, such a 
weapon. 

If our deterrent of massive 
nuclear retaliation cannot be 
used, if we have to surrender 
free-world position after posi- 
tion because we have no lesser 
means of resistance, our one.

St. Louis’s Tax Crisis ~ 


The Citizens Tax Committee created by the 
Aldermen has proposed a temporary solution for 
the city’s revenue crisis which borrows some- 
thing from Mayor Tucker’s program and some- 
thing from the program of his aldermanic critics. 
This may be an expedient way to reach. a com- 
promise, but we believe the Citizens plan should 
be examined very closely. 

The part of the program which requires most 
defending is the increase in the ad valorem and 
license taxes on merchants and manufacturers. 
What justifies increasing these tax rates 20 per 
cent and 25 per cent while increasing the prop- 
erty tax rate only 5 per cent? 

St, Louis is in the midst of a concerted effort 
to attract new indugtry to the community. For- 
mer Mayor Aloys Kaufmann, president of the 

‘Metropolitan Chathber of Commerce, has. warned 
positively and repeatedly that new taxes on 
business will discourage this effort, in which all 
citizens have such a great stake. 

. . . 

What evidence does the Citizens committee 
have to suggest that Mr. Kaufmann’s warning 
is wrong? And ff he is right, what can justify 
the imposition of a tax on business which will 
have the effect of preventing the growth.of the 
tax base the whole community urgently needs? 

The recommendation for new taxes on bus- 
iness is all the more puzzling in that other and 
fairer forms of taxation are available... The 
Citizens committee has proposed to increase the 
gasoline tax only one-half cent, instead of two 
cents as proposed by Mayor Tucker and the 
Board of Estimate. On the basis of the commit- 
tee’s revenue projections, a full cent of gas tax 
instead of a half-cent would produce as much 
revenue as its proposed business tax. 

Since so much of the city’s budget goes into 
streets, traffic and other expenses related to 
automobile use, why is it not fair to tax the 
auto user rather than to load more taxes on 
business at the risk of discouraging new indus- 
try from locating in St. Louis? 

Mayor Tucker and the Board of Estimate orig- 
inally proposed a property tax increase of 14 
cents on each $100 assessed valuation. The 
Board of Aldermen defeated that. Having left 
the city some $5,300,000 short of balancing its 
budget, the Aldermen then turned their respon- 
sibility for finding new taxes over to the Citi- 
zens Committee, 

* . * 

Now the committee recommends roughly 75 
per cent of the property tax increase which the 
Aldermen defeated. That is, the committee 
would increase property taxes by 10 cents, not 
14. The citizens group faced a fact which the 
Aldermen refused to face: that it is difficult to 
bring in an adequate amount of new revenue 
without a property tax rise. 

The property tax is not only the fundamental 
source of city revenue but is also one of the 
fairest sources. It bears at least some relation- 
ship to ability to pay. And St. Louis property 
is not taxed as heavily as in many cities. 

While a 10-cent increase would bring in an 
estimated $1,400,000 additional revenue, the citi- 
zens still had to find sources for four millions 
more. For this they turned to less direct levies: 
a 25-cent rise in the merchants and manufac- 
turers tax for each $1000 of sales; a rise from 
20 to 25 cents for each $100 in the ad valorem 
tax on inventories; an increase in city auto 
license levies; a new 2 per cent tax on daily 
rentals of hotel roéms; and a 5-cent increase in 
the MacArthur Bridge toll (making it 15 cents, 
or the same toll charged on the Veterans and 
Eads Bridges). 

* . . 

All these levies should produce $4,063,000, 
but that would still be $1,300,000 short of meet- 
ing the budget. For the remainder the commit- 
tee suggests using parking meter receipts for 
general revermue rather than for new traffic 
signals. The group also points to a payment of 
$775,000 by Public Service Co. made under pro- 
test in a dispute over validity of the gross re- 
ceipts tax. 

This is, of course, an emergency program. 
The city has had to delay opening its swim- 
ming pools and playgrounds, to the detriment 
of its children, because of lack of revenue. 
It has ordered a 21 per cent cut-back in all 
departments, which would mean reduéed fire 
protection, hospital facilities, street repairs and 
lighting and so on. 

The Citizens Tax Committee has done a rush 
job in seeking a way out of the crisis for local 
government. Now the Aldermen who helped to 
precipitate the crisig can no longer shirk théir 
responsibility to end it.

The quick appearance of strong support for 
the St. Louis County Police Department should 
be sufficient to collapse the campaign for abol- 
ishing the force and returning its powers to the 
politically-controlled Sheriff's office. The fact 
that the leaders of both major political parties, 
County Supervisor Luman F. Matthews and 
other county officials are united in their oppo 
sition shows how. little chance there is of doing 
away with the new police department.

For there 
must be a start toward disarmament, so that 
men of every nation can look forward to an ulti- 
mate lifting of the burden of arms and anxiety. 

A moratorium would give the world a breath- 
ing spell—a period during which negotiations 
for a more comprehensive disarmament system 
could go forward in an atmosphere of growing 
confidence and hope. May the London confer- 
ence give all nations the courage to take that 
indispensable first step.

Conniving at McCarthyism. 
The viltimate issue raised by 
the Watkins case is not consti- 
tutional. It is, if we are quite 
candid, whether in order to 
combat the Communist move- 
ment, which would if it could 
destroy the American Govern- 
ment and the American social 
order. it is necessary to en- 
courage or to permit congres- 
sional committees to proceed 
outside the Constitution. 

Can. the Constitution be de- 
fended only by extra-constitu- 
tional means, or can it be 
fended within its own terms? 
It has been on the grounds that 
there was a desperate emer- 
geticy that many sober and con- 
servative men have supported 
or connived at McCarthyism. 

The Watkins decision is ad- 
dressed to this particular kind 
of extra-constitutional investiga- 
tion, ‘of which the object is to 
outlaw by exposure and pitiless 
publicity all behavior which 
might assist, might favor, might 
tolerate the spread of Commu- 
nist propaganda. 

These investigations are not 
addressed primarily to illegal 
acts, to espionage and subver- 
sion. They are addressed to 
activities which are not, strictly 
speaking, against the law and 
could not be prosecuted in a 
court. These investigations are 
not carried on for the purpose 
of informing Congress how to 
make new laws. 

Quite the contrary. It is evi- 
dent that laws prohibiting these 
activities would be in open con- 
flict with the Constitution.

WASHINGTON, June 26 (UP)—Leslie O’Connor, president 
of the Pacific Coast League, told Congress today that baseball 
should be regulated under anti-trust laws like any other business.
